"This st^atement is being issued to give the , 
students the fact involved in the case of Bro , Erie 
B. Brown, 
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"On Monday night December 9, 1968, following 
the speech of Bro. Calvin C* Matthews, President of 
S, G. A., announced that as of 7:00 A,M* Wednesday, 
December 11, 1P68, a boycott of all classes would 
go into effect. The boycott was called to give 
students ample time to draw up a list of dc>i3&nds that 
would be given to the administration on Friday, ^ 
December 13, 1968, 

"On Thursday, December 12, 1968, between 4:00 
P.M* and 4:30 P.M. a spontaneous disturbance erupted 
in Murphy Hall- During the disturbance trays of 
food were thrown on the floor and tables and chairs 
were over_turiied. After devastating Murphy Hall, 
the frustrated students then proceeded to Brown Hall 
around 4:45 P.M,, whereupon they commenced to turn 
over trays tables and chairs there too. 

"At the time of the first incident, it must be 
made qu let clear, that Bro, Eric P, Brown was in a 
conference with Bro. Willie Drake, Vice President of 
S.G.A, The conference lasted from around 3:50 P.M, 
to 4:30 P,M, Upon leaving Bro, Drake, Bro Brown heard 
the news of the disruptive actions taken by students 
in Murphy Hall. He immediately proceeded to Murphy 
Hall to witness, the incidents. With things having 
subsided at Murphy Hall, Bro. Brown headed for Brown 
Hall to eat dinner. 'f 

"While standing in line at Brown Hall, the 
emotional charged students from Murphy Hall came into 
Brown Hall and began to disrupt the eating facilities 

there, 

"At that point, Bro. Calvin C. Matthews entered 
Brown Hall and proceeded across the room and singled 
out one brother who had thrown his tray on the floor. 
He then threw a series of blows to the brother (unknown) . 
Bro. Brown along with some other students immediately 
sought to restrain Bro. Matthews. Bro. Matthews was 
finally removed from the dining hall. 

"That night about 7:00 P.M., a meeting was 
called to give a progress report on the boycott* 
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**Prior to the progress report , Bro. Brown, 
along with some other brothers, tried to talk to 
Brother Matthews to warn him that such incidents 
would cause student divisions. Unfortunately, Brother 
Matthews was eBsotionally up^set at that time. The 
brothers could not come to an agreement. 

"When Matthews addressed the student rally that 
evening, citing the cafeteria incident, he asked for 
all radicals to stand. After no one stood Brother 
Brown attempted to get the floor. He was pointed out 
as a 'radical* at that time. 

•*0n Friday J Dec* 13th Bro, Brown received the 
following letter: 



•• • Dear Mr . Brown 

"*You have been charged with a very serious 
infraction of reguJatlons and standards of the 
University. Specifically, you are charged with 
defacing property of the University and disorderly 
conduct. Ei^pecially is your case a very serious one 
because of a del iberateness taken on your part to 
InsJRh t others to follow your actions* You have been 
summoned to this office for a hearing to face these 
charges and to receive judgiement as the facts in the 
case dictate.

Today SKCC identifies itself as an organisation in 
the revolutionary vanguard. It advocates that to be successful 
it is necessary to develop a i^evolutionary ideology and 

revolutionary program* 

According to SNCC, the year 1967 warked a historic 
milestone In the struggle fcr the liberation of black people 
in the United States and the yecx that revolutionaries throughout 
the v;orld began to understand Eore fully the iiapt-ct of the black 
movement, SliCC declared that ** liberation will cofl;e only when 
there is final destruction of this wad octopus - the capitalistic 
systcjn of the United States v/ith all its life-sucking tentacles 
of exploitation and i-acisra that choke the people of Africa, 
Asia, and Latin America. The realities of black life, together 
with the recognition instilled in SNCC workers forced its aiejribers 
to further popularir^e the legitimacy of self-defense and rebellions 
when oppression became too great,** 

From May, 1986, until May, 19S7. Stokcly Carnichael 
was National Chainaan of SNCC* As of July, 19G8, Carmichael 
resided in V^ashirgton, D. C^, where he was affiliated with SKCC 
and active as temporary chairruan of a black coalition group. 
In Hay, 19G7., Carmichael was rep3 r^ced by Hubert Ceroid Brcv/n, 
coia;:iouly known as H, Rap Brown * who served until June, lfi6S, 

In Juue, J9&Sr at the Sta/f and Central Coir^mittee 
meetinu of SNCC held in Atlanta, Georgia, it was decided to 
restructure the organiz;ition by equal iat^t ion of responsibility 
by c reciting ten deputy or vice chs^iraianships.

ORGANIZATION OF AFRO-AMERICAN UNITY, INC. (OAAU) -^ 

On June, 28, 1964, Malcolm X Little* founder and leader 
of the Muslim Mosque, Inc. (MMI) , publicly announced the formation 
of a new, all-Negro, militant civil rights action group to be 
kno^yn as the Organization of Afro-American Unity (OAAU), with 
hijuself as Chairman*. This announcement vras made at a public 
rally held by the MMI in the Audubon Ballroom, Broadv/ay and 166th 
Streets, New York City, . . 

A printed and published statement of basic OAAU aims 
read by Malcolm X at this. meeting indicates that it shall Include 
*'all"' people of African descent in the V/estern Hemisphere, as 
U'cll as "our" brothers and sisters on the African continent. It 
is patterned after the "letter and spirit" of the Organization 
of African Unity established (by African heads of States) at Addis 
Ababa, Ethiopia, in May, -1963. 

A recording of the remarks of Malcolm X at this meeting 
Incilcates that the aim of the OAAU is to eliminate differences 
betv/een Negroes so they can work together for "Human Rights," 
while the initial objective is to "inter-^n^tionalize" the American 
civil rights movement by taking it to the United Nations* Little 
cohdeiiined the nonviolent civil rights movement and claims that 
Negroes should be taught to protect themselves, when and if 
necessary. The OAAU will sponsor a program for Negroes in 
education, politics, culture, econoialcs and social reform* 

Malcolm X was assassinated on February 21, 1965, 
while addressing an OAAU rally at the Audubon Ballroom, New York 
City. 

On April 13, 1965, a source advised that on March 26, 
1965, the OAAU filed a >Certif icate of Incorporation with, the 
Department of State, State of New York, Albany, Now York, and 
henceforth the organization's true name would be Organization 
of Afx'OrAmerican Unity, Incorporated. 

On February 28, 1966, a second source advised that 
the president and head of the OAAU is Ella Collins, a half- 
sister of the late Malcolm X who resides in the Harlem Section 
of New York City. 

On May 8, 1967, the first source advised that the 
headquarters of the OAAU is located at 224 West 39th Streot, 
Ne\7 York, New York, which is the residence of Ella Collins.

According to its official newspaper, the Blacl^ Panther 
Party (BPP) was started during December, 1966, in Oakland, 
California, to organize black people so they can take control 
of the life, politics, and the destiny of the black community. 
It was organized by Bobby George Seale, BPP Chairman, and 
Huey P. Newton, BPP Minister of Defense. Newton is presently 
serving a sentence of 2 to 15 years on a conviction of manslaughter 
in connection with the killing of an Oakland police officer* 

The official newspaper, "The Black Panther," which 
further describes itself as the "Black Community News Service," 
states that the BPP advocates the use of guns and guerrilla 
tactics in its revolutionary program to end oppression of the 
black people. Residents of the black community are urged to 
arm themselves against the police who are consistently referred 
to in the publication as "pigs" who should be killed* ^ 

"The Black Panther'* issue of September 7, 196 8, contains 
an editorial by BPP Minister of Education, George Mason Murray, 
which ends with the following: 

"Black men. Black people, colored persons of America, 
revolt everywhere! Arm yourselves. The only culture worth 
keeping is a revolutionary culture. Change. Freedom everywhere. 
Dynamite! Black Power. Use the gun. Kill the pigs everywhere." 

Included in the introduction to an article appearing 
in the October 5, 1968, edition of "The Black Panther" is the 
statement, "...we will not dissent from American Government. 
We will overthrow it.'*

"Black men* Black people, colored persons of 
America, revolt everywhere i Arm yourselves. The 
only culture worth keeping is a revolutionary 
culture* Change* Freedom everywhere. Dynamite!

Included in the introduction to an article appearing 
in the October 5, 1968, edition of "The Black Panther" is the 
statement, "*,. we will not dissent from American Government.

The official newspaper, "The Black Panther*', which 
further describes itself as the "Black Community News Service**^ 
states that the BPP advocates the use of guns and guerrilla 
tactics in its revolutionary program to end oppression of the 
black people. Residents of the black community are urged to 
arm themselves against the police who are consistently referred 
to in the publication as "pigs" who should be killed. 



"The Black Panther" issue of September 7, 1968, 
contains an editorial by BPP Minister of Education, GEORGE 
MASON MURRAY, which ends with the following: 

"Black men. Black people, colored persons of 
America, revolt everywhere! Arm yourselves* The 
only culture worth keeping is a revolutionary 
culture* Change. Freedom everywhere r Dynamite! 
Black Power. Use the gun. Kill the pigs everywhere." 

Included in the introduction to an article appearing 
in the October 5, 1968, edition of "The Black Panther" is the 
statement, ".., we will not dissent from American Government. 
We will overthrow it." 

Issues of "The Black Panther" regularly contain 

quotations from the writings of Chairman MAO Tse-tung of the 

People's Republic of China and feature MAO ' s statement that 
"political power grows out of the barrel of a gun-"
